In the 1950 election the 
Communists put forward 100 can- 
didates and polled but 0.3 per cent 
of the total vote- In 1951 they qual- 
ified 10 candidates and polled 0.08 
per cent of the vote. As a politi- 
cal force the party is no longer 
effective: 

But, in all countries, those psys 
copathic idealists, who ignore the 
slave labor, the ruthless elimina- 
tion of political opposition, the 
sorrows of the millions in prisons 
and the tragedy of those who daily 
die before firing squads, and who 
continue willing to betray their 
own people for the Russians, re- 
main a serious problem. They can

tor said. 
He said he could not disclose 
who gave him the information and 
emphasized that he was not en- 
dorsing anyone for the vice-presi- 
dential nomination.

MacArthur who are well qualified 
to serve as vice-president,’’ the sen- 
ator said. 
‘'Fisenhower forces interpreted 
Taft's eleventh hour offer of a 
compromise as a bid to prevent fur- 
ther airing of the Texas dispute.

Basic Ditference: 


Taft-Eisenhower 


What is the basic difference between 
Sen. Robert A. Taft and Gen. Dwight 


-D. Eisenhower? 


It is best explained by a paragraph 
from a letter written to a friend some 
weeks ago by General Eisenhower. In 
it he was discussing the great problem 
of national unity. He had no idea any 
part of the letter would be made public. 
He said this: 

“Another basic truth is that the 
forging of unity among humans is often 
more a matter of personality and social 
contact than it is of logic.

Our Land-Grant Schools 
Have Served Us Well 


In our preoccupation with the politi- 


‘cal conventions, we almost overlooked 


‘the anniversary of an act that has af- 


fected the lives of all living Americans. 

July 2 was the 90th anniversary of 
the signing of the Morrill Act which 
established the land-grant colleges, the 
state agricultural colleges around which 
so many great universities have de- 


veloped. 


In Georgia that institution is the 


University of Georgia with its college 


of agriculture. And here, as in every 
other state, the school is not just an in- 
stitution where students are taught from 
books.’ Its work and influence extends 
to every county and small community 
throughout the state. 

The College Experiment Station at 
Athens, the stations at Experiment, and 
Tifton, and the substations at Americus, 
Attapulgus, Blairsville, Calhoun and 
Midville, covering as they do the soil 


and climatic areas of the state, are bring- 


‘ing new methods, new crops, and wiser 


utilization of land and water resources 
to the individual farmers and landown- 
ers all over Georgia. Their contribu- 
tions are not measurable in dollars, al- 
though they would run into millions. 
Research projects are returning more 
monetary benefits from the college of 
agriculture alone to the people of Geor- 
gia each year than the entire cost of 
operating the University System. Re- 
sults of recent research on corn, Ber- 


muda grass, pastures, antibiotics in live- 


‘stock feeding, wheat, cotton, pimientos, 


sweet potatoes, clover, peanuts and to- 


-baceo are now adding at least $35,000,- 


000 annually to the income of the people 
of Georgia. And this is only one ex- 
ample of what the land-grant college 
has meant to the state. Take a look at 
the Extension Service which advises and 
counsels our adults and young people. 
If we were to enumerate all the serv- 
ices rendered by Georgia’s, and other 
states’ land-grant colleges, the story 
would be almost impossible to believe. 
Suffice it to say that the radical idea 
of tying service to the people in the field 
of higher education has opened it up to 
the practical needs of our society. 
Public awareness of the services ren- 
dered and the economic benefits to all 
our citizens as a result of these services 
are important if they are to be con- 
tinued and supported on a scale to meet 
the demands of growth and change. Our 
investments to date in these schools have 
returned a hundredfold in value to the 


people.

The Curfew Can Toll 
The Knell of Mischief 


“The curfew tolls the knell of parting 
day, 

The lowing herd winds slowly o’er the 
lea, etc.”

The curfew is an ancient custom. 
Among the Anglo-Saxons in the Middle 
Ages it was the time to cover the fire, 
hence curfew from the French covrir to 
cover plus feu for fire. A bell, the cur- 
few bell, was rung as the signal. 

It was the decent hour to go to bed, 
beyond -which in the old days law-abid- 
ing men had no business being about. 

Later the curfew hour and the bell 
came to mean the time for children to 
retire from the streets. 


As juvenile crime becomes a problem 
these days, some communities are re- 
verting to the custom of the curfew. 

In Ellijay, for example, an ordinance 
sets 9 p. m. as the deadline for children 
and 1 a. m. as the deadline for adults to 
be on the streets “without good reason.” 

Under that code, nine young men 
were arrested in the Gilmer County seat 
recently and fined $15 each for violat- 
ing the curfew. 

City officials there say the object of 
the drive and the punishment is to “reg- 
ulate behavior.’ 

We're for it. 

The story from Ellijay didn’t say if 
the nine postcurfew loiterers were chil- 
dren or adults. It makes no difference. 
We bet a cookie. that the campaign is 
effective. 

The curfew is one good custom that 
would not corrupt a world. Reverting, 
too, to the woodshed would be striking 
a blow at the seat of the juvenile mis- 
behavior problem,

Fence Vote Results

Livestock in three Georgia counties 
lost some of its freedom this week as 
Atkinson, Coffee and Lanier voted to 
fence farm animals off the highways. 
But the residents of Bacon County re- 
fused to abolish the open range in their 
districts. 

However, the attitude registered in 
the first three, where the vote was de- 
cisive, is encouraging to those of us who 
believe that the open range is a hazard 
to human life and a handicap to the 
state’s growing livestock business. 

Only 27 counties, including Bacon, 
still maintain the roadbanks as pasture 
lands for cattle, hogs, goats and mules. 

Surely some day soon they will see 
the light. Or it may be that before 
they do, the fencing of livestock will be- 
come mandatory under state law. Many 
have suggested that legislative action is 
the logical and quick solution to the 
problem. After-all, the problem is state- 
wide. It is not local traffic alone which 
is impeded by the recalcitrant cow in 
the middle of the road.

Democrats Set 


Stage for Battle 


WASHINGTON—As events appear to be 
shaping up, the battle over the Democratic 
presidential nomination at the party national 
convention in Chicago later on this month 
may pass through three or four stages be- 
fore a decision is reached. At this stage of 
things it seems extremely unlikely that any- 
one will be nominated on the first ballot. 

The first ballot will be given over to a 
trial run between the present leading avowed 

contenders—Sen,. Richard 
B. Russell of Georgia, 
Sen, Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee, Averell Harri- 
man of New York, and 
Sen. Robert Kerr of Okla- 
homa. Favorite-son can- 
didates like Gov. Mennen 
Williams of Michigan and 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota will also be 
given an opportunity to 
show their strength on 
this roll call. This may be described as the 
first stage of the nomination contest. It 
could continue for two or three ballots. 

The second stage will come when sup- 
porters of Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 
put him forward as the logical man, assum- 
ing that he does nothing in the meantime 
to take him out of the running. If neither 
of the present front runners is able to make 
the grade at the beginning, it is anticipated 
that the Jllinois governor will be trotted with 
a full show of strength on the second or third 
ballot. This strength will come from ad- 
ministration forces wko are expected to con- 
trol between 300 and 400 of the 1,230 dele- 
gates. 

Senator Russell and Senator Kefauver are 
counted on to have around 300 delegates 
each, or roughly about half of the conven- 
tion. This means that it would be difficult 
for Governor Stevenson to land the nomi- 
nation without a break in his direction from 
the Russell or Kefauver groups. 

If the lines of the two Southern senators 
hold intact and no decision is reached, then 
the contest after a few more ballots will 
pass into a third stage. At this point the 
Kefauver support is expected to be thrown to 
Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois, one of the key 
figures backing the Tennessee senator’s can- 
didacy. 

Douglas, an exceedingly able man, has a 
liberal background that should appeal to 
powerful Eastern elements of the party. He 
might be an acceptable compromise by the 
forces backing Stevenson, though one- ob- 
stacle may center on the White House. 
President Truman has indicated an _ un- 
friendly attitude toward his suggested can- 
didacy. If this hurdle could be overcome, a 
ticket of Douglas and Kefauver would be 
likely to emerge. 

A fourth and perhaps final stage would 
come if the Douglas candidacy failed to go 
over. Then the names of Vice-President 
Barkley and Speaker of the House Sam Ray- 
burn, two of the party’s elder statesmen, 
would be brought into play. Both of them 
have a reserved strength which is not to be 
discounted. It is not at all inconceivable 
that one or the other of them might land 
the nomination if the balloting proceeded far 
enough. Each has a powerful backing that 
is ready to put his name forward at the 
proper time. Except for the fact that hoth 
are past 70, more would have been heard 
of them before now. .

There’ll be all kinds of angles to be sup- 
plied from the stockyard site of the con- 
vening GOPs. There’ll be color stories tell- 
ing of the wild waving of flags, the noisy 
stomping of parading delegates, and other 
such things inherent in a political gathering. 
There'll be the straight news reporting of 
the paramount business before the conven- 
tion; there'll be interviews with the prin- 
cipals and the subprincipals, and persons 
will be grabbed in the corridors as they ease 
out of the rooms which traditionally are 
declared to be filled with smoke.

Later on, 
naturally, the third lead will pick up on the 
second lead, the fourth on the third, and so 
forth. Sometimes the leads will run as high 
as ll or 12.in number. Occasionally, this 
business becomes so involved the wire serv- 
ice will provide a ‘“‘clean-up’’—a _ rewrite 
story which ‘‘subs for ajJ.’’ 

Attention to developments is invited by 
such devices as ‘“‘FLASHES” and ‘“‘BUL- 
LETINS.” (These designations are affixed 
atop the most important news. A ‘“‘flash’’ is 
the highest echelon of bell-ringing impor- 
tance, followed by the ‘“‘bulletin’’ and in the

‘Christ Didi’t Lay Down Pagan Taboo 
Nor Curse Those Who Are Divorced’ 


Atlanta—Buddha came _ into the world 
teaching worshippers of wooden and stone 
gods that there were no gods, and he-him- 
self came to be worshipped through images 
after his death. Christ came into the world 
repudiating the tyranny of law for law’s 
sake—the taboo catieeption of law—and his 
words are used today as taboo whereby 
those fortunate in marriage the first time 
are willing to straitjacket and maim those 
not so fortunate, in our day, so different 
from the day of Christ. 

Women in Christ’s day were but chattels 
in the hands of their men, and if one man 
cast a woman out she could either find 
some other man, quickly, to take her over, 


or (in the absence of some kindhearted kins- . 


person or friend) just come to the pass that 
Amos told Amaziah his wife and daughters 
would come to—for whatever man might pick 
them up for the hour. 

Men did not have to divorce their wives 
—just throw them out as the law allowed 
them to do on writing them out certificates 
that they were now free and no longer the 
slaves of their former husbands. Further- 
more, a man did not have to divorce his wife 
to marry another. He could have as many 
wives as he could acquire. He could not be 
a bishop or a deacon of a Christian church 
—or should not, as Paul said, if he had more 
than one wife. But he could be a nice, 
decent, unobjectionable member, it would 
seem, with a dozen. 

Christ was doubtless no less than enraged 
at the situation into which he saw women 
cast, and proceeded to lay down the law of 
kindness—the law of the heart—in the 
premises. It was not a pagan toboo or voodoo 
curse that he laid down, such as fills 
Europe with illicit relationships and blights 
the lives of women who are so unfortunate 
as to fall under the enticements of men in 
America who consider themselves and 
whose pious mothers consider them to be 
under a law higher than the best that our 
American lawmakers can devise for our 
modern day and land, to meet the needs of 
our modern time. 


For me and those I might advise, there 
are only two kinds of law—the law of our 
land and state and the law of Christ, which 
is that of loving kindness and tender mer- 
cy and nothing else. The law of the Sab- 
bath of Christ’s day, and the law of mar- 
riage and divorce, were made for man, and 
not_vice versa.

To Reveal 
Red Evils

DETROIT, July 4— American 
schools were called upon today to 
teach about communism and all 
forms of totalitarianism. By unan- 
imous vote, the National Education 
Association approved a platform 
that urged teachers to instruct 
their students about the practices 
of the Soviet Union and the Com- 
munist Party in this country. 

The action came at the closing 
sessions of the 90th annual conven- 
tion of the association, meeting 
here since Sunday. Seven thousand 
educators, 3,500 of whom were offi- 
cial delegates, attended the six-day 
program. Vital issues affecting 
American education were consid- 
ered in a series of panel discus- 
sions, sectional meetings and gen- 
eral sessions. Mrs.-Sarah C. Cald- 
well of Akron, Ohio, was elected 
president of the NEA. She was 
unopposed. 

“POINT OUT EVILS” 

In approving a. plank in its plat- 
form dealing with instruction ‘in 
Communist practices, several del- 
egates said that through a better 
understanding of what communism 
stands for, the teachers would be 
able to point out its evils. The 
statement said: 

‘‘As a measure of defense against 
our most potent threat, our Amer- 
ican schools should teach about 
communism and all forms of total- 
itarianism, including the principles 
and practices of the Soviet Union 
and the Communist Party in the 
United States. Teaching about 
communism does not mean advoca- 
cy of communism. Such advocacy 
should not be permitted in Ameri- 
can schools. 


“RED” LABEL HIT 


“At the same time the National 
Education Association condemns 
the careless, incorrect and unjust 
use of such words as ‘‘Red’’ and 
“Communist’’ to attack teachers 
and other persons who in point of 
fact are not Communists, but who 
merely have views different from 
those of their accusers.”’ 

The importance of bringing ques- 
tions about communism into the 
open was stressed by James A. 
Cullen of Mt. Vernon, N. Y., chair- 
man of the New York delegation. 
Dr. Cullen told the delegates that 
many loval teachers want to teach 
about the dangers of communism 
but fear they will be misunderstood.
